I think that his work is more 
valid that a lot of the other stuff CBS presented; but, as you suggest, they 
did not use all of his material. He might have duplicated some of your observations, 
but I am fairly sure that he is not familiar with your work. I have still not 
heard from Wyckoff. 

Sorry to hear that you will not be able to publish the documents for Oswald 
in II. 0. Hal is working on finding the money that as owed you for your trip here, 
xzand and I have made a MfiHrz contribution.
